US AND COMMITTEE OF 24 - 

AMB SCRANTON TOLD COMMITTEE OF 24 CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA) 
THAT THE US WAS INTERESTED IN BEING MORE COOPERATIVE WITH 
THE COMMITTEE BUT IT WAS DIFFICULT FOR HIM TO RECOMMEND 
THAT, GIVEN THE COMMITTEE'S DISTORTION OF INFORMATION MADE 
AVAILABLE CONCERNING OUR TERRITORIES AND ITS FLAGRANT 
TREATMENT OF PUERTO RICO. SALIM REPLIED HE, TOO, WISHED TO 
REACH A FORMULA WHICH WOULD ALLOW THE COMMITTEE TO FIND A 
"WAY OUT" ON PUERTO RICO AND, IN TURN, THE COMMITTEE SEND 
A VISITING MISSION TO A US TERRITORY. BECAUSE THE QUESTION OF 
PUERTO RICO HAD BEEN POSTPONED FROM 1975 IT WAS INCUMBENT 
UPON THE COMMITTEE TO DO SOMETHING ABOUT IT THIS YEAR, 

SALIM OBSERVED. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 1470) 

VISITING MISSION TO BRITISH VIRGIN ISLANDS - 

UK MISSION OFFICER RICHARDSON SAID THAT THE COMMITTEE OF 
24 VISITING MISSION TO THE BRITISH VIRGIN ISLANDS WILL PRO- 
BABLY BEGIN ABOUT MAY 1, LAST FIVE DAYS, AND BE CHAIRED 
BY SIERRA LEONE PERMREP BLYDEN, ACCOMPANIED BY LAL (FIJI) 

AND AN AFGHAN OR SYRIAN MISSION OFFICER. SPEAKING 
INFORMALLY. RICHARDSON WONDERED IF THERE WOULD BE ANY 
UTILITY FOR USG IF THE MISSION WERE ROUTED THROUGH THE US

DECIDED TO TAKE PART. FRENCH MISSION OFFICER SCALABRE

NORWEGIAN FISHERIES LEGISLATION - 

IN DISCUSSING FISHERIES MATTERS, NORWEGIAN MINISTER EVENSEN 
DISCLOSED HE IS PREPARING NORWEGIAN LEGISLATION FOR A UNI- 
LATERAL EXTENSION TO 200 MILES TO BE FORMALLY SUBMITTED TO 
PARLIAMENT IN MID-MAY AND ENACTED IN OCTOBER WITH IMMEDIATE 
IMPLEMENTATION. HE EXPLAINED HIS MAIN CONCERN IS TO HAVE SOME 
PROTECTIVE LEGISLATION IN PLACE PRIOR TO THE FALL FISHING 
SEASON. HE EXPECTS THAT AS A RESULT OF THE US LEGISLATION 
(WHICH US FISHERIES REPRESENTATIVES TOLD HIM HAD NOT BECOME 
LAW YET) MANY EUROPEAN FISHING NATIONS WILL DIVERT THEIR EFFORT 
TO THE NORWEGIAN COAST. AND HE REFERRED TO PROBLEMS ALREADY 
RESULTING FROM ICELAND'S EXTENSION. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 1469) 

DEMONSTRATION, THREAT, PROTESTS AND ALLEGATIONS - 

EIGHT OF ABOUT 30 JEWISH DEFENSE LEAGUE MEMBERS WHO 
DEMONSTRATED NEAR SOVIET UN MISSION APRIL 8 WERE ARRESTED 
WHEN THEY CONTINUED SHOUTING "FREE MARIA TIEMKIN" AFTER 
WARNING FROM POLICE. AMONG SIGNS CARRIED BY THE DEMONSTRATORS 
WERE ONES STATING "DEATH TO THE RUSSIANS' FIRST BORN" 

AND "SEIZE RUSSIAN HOSTAGES." ALSO APRIL 8 HUROK ENTER- 
PRISES WAS INFORMED BY ANONYMOUS TELEPHONE CALLER: "YOU 
ARE NEGOTIATING WITH TWO RUSSIANS. THIS WILL BE THEIR LAST

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SOVIETS SENT TWO NOTES TO USUN: 1) REGARDING RIVERDALE

PROSECUTION (OF FEB. 12 HARASSMENT INCIDENT UNDER FEDERAL

OF DIPLOMATS IS CONTRARY TO INTERNATIONAL LAW. SOHO NEWS

USUN, IN OBTAINING BACKGROUND INFORMATION ON RECENT CHANGES 
IN PROCEDURES FOR PAYMENT OF UN FIELD PERSONNEL IN VARIOUS 
CURRENCIES, FOUND THAT THE CURRENT PRACTICE NOT ONLY FAILS 
TO ENCOURAGE, BUT ACTIVELY DISCOURAGES, UTILIZATION OF 
ACCUMULATED $30 MILLION OF UNDP NON-CONVERTIBLE CURRENCIES.

PORTUGUESE TIMOR - 

INDONESIANS HAVE BEEN INTRODUCING TO A NUMBER OF MISSIONS 
REPRESENTED ON THE SECURITY COUNCIL AUSTRALIAN FARMER 
REX SYDDELL AND HIS WIFE, WHO HAVE SPENT PART OF THEIR TIME 
DURING RECENT YEARS IN EAST TIMOR AND WHO HAVE DENOUNCED 
FRETILIN ACTIONS. ACCORDING TO FRENCH, SYDDELL SPOKE ALMOST 
TOO STRONGLY TO BE FULLY CONVINCING. IN MEETING WITH 
USUN REPRESENTATIVE, BOTH SYDDELLS CONDEMNED PORTUGAL'S 
CENTURIES -LON G INDIFFERENCE TOWARD TIMOR, AND DEPLORED 
"INCOMPETENCE AND CORRUPTION" OF PORTUGUESE ADMINISTRATORS 
OF THIS TERRITORY WHICH SERVED AS "DUMPING GROUND, PENAL 
COLONY, AND PLACE OF EXILE." HE WAS EQUALLY CONDEMNATORY 
OF FRETILIN, AND ASSERTED THAT HORTA WAS COMMUNIST 
INDOCTRINATED FOR TWO YEARS IN MOSCOW. TRAINED IN MOZAMBIQUE, 
AND SPENT MORE TIME IN HIS NATIVE PORTUGAL THAN IN TIMOR. 

HE SAID ETHNICALLY, FRETILIN LEADERSHIP TENDED TO BE MORE 
PORTUGUESE THAN TIMORESE. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 1483) 
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PERSONS MISSING IN PORTUGUESE TIMOR - 

AT THE REQUEST OF THE INDONESIAN DEPUTY REPRESENTATIVE, 

THE UN CIRCULATED (S/12040) AS REPORT FROM THE SPECIAL 
TEAM OF THE INDONESIAN RED CROSS ON THE OUTCOME OF EFFORTS 
TO TRACE MISSING PERSONS IN EAST TIMOR. THE REPORT CONCLUDES 
THAT CORPSES IN THE MASS GRAVES INVESTIGATED PROBABLY INCLUDE 
THOSE OF THE MISSING PERSONS SOUGHT BY THE PROVISIONAL 
GOVERNMENT OF EAST TIMOR. IT LISTS NAMES OF 25 INDIVIDUALS 
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WHICH, FROM THE INFORMATION GIVEN BY THE LOCAL INHABITANTS, 
WERE VERY PROBABLY AMONG THOSE CORPSES.

SOVIET COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN RESOLUTION - 

BY NOTE (A/10509), THE SECRETARY GENERAL REFERRED TO GA 
RESOLUTION 3478(XXX) CALLING ON ALL NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES 
TO ENTER INTO NEGOTIATIONS BY MARCH 3 1, 1976 WITH VIEW TO 
AGREEING ON COMPLETE AND GENERAL PROHIBITION OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPON TESTS AND INVITING 25 TO 30 NON-NUCLEAR WEAPON 
STATES, APPOINTED BY THE GA PRESIDENT, TO PARTICIPATE IN 
THOSE NEGOTIATIONS. THE SYG STATED THAT THE GA PRESIDENT 
INFORMED HIM 25 NON-NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES WERE READY TO 
PARTICIPATE UNCONDITIONALLY AND SEVERAL OTHERS WOULD 
PARTICIPATE UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS. HOWEVER, SINCE THE ONLY 
NUCLEAR POWER WILLING TO DO SO WAS THE USSR, THE CONDITIONS IN 
THE RESOLUTION FOR INITIATION OF THE NEGOTIATIONS HAD 
NOT BEEN MET. THE STATES LISTED BY THE PRESIDENT AS 
WILLING TO PARTICIPATE WERE: AFGHANISTAN, BANGLADESH, 

BOLIVIA, BULGARIA, CUBA, CYPRUS, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, EGYPT, 
ETHIOPIA, GDR, GRENADA, HUNGARY, INDIA, INDONESIA, IRAQ, 

MEXICO, MONGOLIA, MOROCCO, NIGERIA, PERU, POLAND, SUDAN, 

SYRIA, TANZANIA AND ZAIRE. (USUN 1473) 

UN AND SAHARA - 
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UN ESPOKESMAN REPORTED SYG SENT WRITTEN COMMUNICATION TO 
MOROCCO AND MAURITANIA REGARDING RYDBECK MISSION, AND 
WAS HOPEFUL OF SATISFACTORY REPLIES IN NEAR FUTURE. (USUN 
1483)
